REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The instant invention is deemed to be directed to an unobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in U. S. Patent No. 7,293,967 to Fukano et al. The improvement comprises a 
sealing arrangement with a bead including a generally radially-outwardly facing first angled 
surface, and a generally radially- inwardly facing second angled surface to be received in a 
peripheral wedge-shaped pocket and the first bead being diametrically compressed at least about 
40% from its free state for the purposes of providing more robust sealing. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
